To the Citizens of the town of Webster: 


The schools during the year past have been, all things con- 
sidered, as successful as could reasonably be expected. The 
teachers have tried to improve their pupils in deportment, 
as well as to promote their knowledge of the sciences. This 
is aS it should be. The manner in which the pupils enter or 
leave the school-room, and their conduct towards one another | 
and towards their teacher, are matters of importance in their 
education. 

Our schools should be nurseries of good manners, should- 
develop, cultivate, and refine the social nature of the pupil, 
and exert a healthy moral influence. Our youth should be 
taught to think. They should be taught to make use of what 
they already know, in learning more; and that patient labor 
in the acquisition of knowledge, as well as in the acquisition 
of all else that is truly desirable, will produce the best re- 
sults. In this manner they will be taught manfully to meet 
the various duties, trials, and vicissitudes of life, successfully 
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to turn their hand to whatever comes up to be done, and, by 
courageous industry, self-denial, and perseverance, overcome 
the obstacles that beset them, making life itself a success, 
and a training for a nobler and better life hereafter. We 
are pleased to see that our teachers comprehend in some 
good degree the nature and importance of their work. 

That the citizens of Webster feel an unabated interest in 
our schools is manifest by the three hundred and eighty visit- 
ors reported. 

Regularity of attendance and punctuality are cardinal vir- 
tues, and parents, pupils, and teachers should labor together 
to raise the standard. of our schools in these particulars. 
Henceforth there is to be in the school registers a ‘* ROLL OF 
Honor,” “including the names of all pupils who have been 
present every half day of a term without being tardy.” While 
there have been quite a number who have come up to this 
mark the past year, it is hoped there will be many more the 
coming season. 


District No. 1 (Sweatt’s Mills). 


Summer term—Miss Mary A. Connor, teacher. Length 
of school in weeks, 7; wages per month, including board; 
$18; whole number of scholars, 11; average attendance, 
82. 

Miss Connor labored hard to interest and instruct her 
pupils. Some made good improvement; others might have 
done better. In a short school like this, scholars must at- 
tend regularly in order to receive much benefit. P. 

Winter term—Mr. Arthur C. Call, teacher. Length of 
school, 53-5 weeks; wages per month, including board, $20; 
whole number of pupils, 18; average attendance, 9. 

Mr. Call entered the school-room in the capacity of teacher — 
for the first time, with the determination to do his duty. At 
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the examination we found he had succeeded ver ry well ins 
carrying out his design. ) 
The order was quite good, and fair progress had been 
made in most of the branches. Penmanship received partic- 
ular attention. Mr. Call labored under some disadvantages, 
but we wish him success as a teacher. S. 


District No. 2 (Pleasant street). 


Summer term—Miss Mary R. Webster, teacher. Length 
of school in weeks, 6; wages per month, including board, 
$20 ; whole number of scholars, 17 ; average attendance, 134. 

Fall term—same teacher. Length of school in weeks, 7 ; 
wages per month, including board, $20; number of scholars, 
19; average attendance, 154. | 

Miss Webster’s former good reputation as teacher was 
fully sustained. Perfect harmony seemed to exist between 
teacher and scholars, and good order was maintained. Con-’ 
sidering the length of school, most of the scholars made very 
good improvement. We think they deserve a better house.

Disrricr No. 3 (Corser Hill). 


Summer term—Miss Carrie EK. Pearson, teacher. Length 
of school, 9 weeks ; wages per month, including board, $22 ; 
whole number of pupils, 20; average Gitendanes: 18. 

Miss Pearson had not the benefit of great experience, yet 
she showed decided capacity as a teacher, evincing a happy 
tact in winning the good-will of her pupils, as well as great 
skill and clearness in giving instruction. The order was 
good, and the progress very satisfactory. ‘Those who wit- 
‘nessed the closing examination—and a goodly number had 
that privilege—must have felt that the money this term has 
cost has been well spent.

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Winter term—Miss Helen M. Putney, teacher. Length 
of school, 8 weeks ; wages per month, including board, $24 ; 
whole number of pupils, 18; average attendance, 16 8-9. 

Miss Putney has been long in the work, having taught 
one hundred and forty-two months, and has brought her ex- 
perience to bear with positive benefit upon the school. The 
order was good, and the progress commendable. The report 
of “‘ average scholarship ” shows that perfect lessons formed 
the rule, and imperfect ones the exceptions. ed 


District No. 4 (Battle Street). 


Summer term—Miss Minnie V. Smith, teacher. Length 
of school, 5 weeks ; wages per month, including board, $20 ; 
whole number of scholars, 8; average attendance, 6 1-20. 

Though the term has neon short, the progress has been 
commendable. The school appeared well at the examination, 
both as respects order and improvement. There was but 
one tardy mark, and only two for absence. The low average 
reported was ee by a part of the scholars not entering 
the school till the third week. L. 

Winter term—Arthur C. Call, teacher. Length of school 
in weeks, 8; wages per month, including board, $20; whole 
number of scholars, 10; average attendance, 8. | 

This is Mr. Call’s second attempt at teaching. At the 
closing examination we found several visitors present. The 
order was good. The progress in reading and spelling, and 
also, in the smaller classes, in arithmetic, was quite good, 
but the larger classes, was not so familiar with the blackboard 
as we would like to have seen. Classes in geography had 
passed over considerable ground, but not quite as thoroughly — 
as we should desire. The writing-books showed that pen- 
manship had not been neglected, but a little more care on 
the part of some scholars would have made their books look 
much better. P. 
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Disrrict No. 5 (Sanborn Hill). 


Summer term—Miss Jettie Thurber, teacher. Length of 
school, 6 weeks; wages per month, including board, $14; 
whole number of pupils, 8; average attendance, 7 3-10. 

At our first visit we found this school in a prosperous con- 
dition. A few scholars coming in from other districts made it 
more pleasant for both teacher and pupil. This was Miss 
Thurber’s first term, but she was very much interested in her 
school. The order was first rate, and, as we anticipated at 
the commencement, the school passed a commendable ex- 
amination. S. 

Winter term—Miss Emma J. Flanders, teacher. Length 
of school, 7 weeks ; wages per month, including board, $17 ; 
whole number of pupils, 18 ; average attendance, 13 6-7. 

Miss Flanders has taught in this district a number of times 
before, which speaks well for herasateacher. A large part 
of the school came from other districts this term. Thescholars 
made good progress in nearly all the branches taught, in- 
cluding recitations and writing. The order was very good.

District No. 6 (Little Gill). 


Summer term—Miss M. Lizzie Putnam, teacher. Length 
of school, 11 weeks; wages per month, including board, $26 ; 
whole number of pupils, 12; average attendance, 10 1-5. 

‘Winter term—taught by same teacher. Length of school, 
10 weeks, a part of which was sustained by subscription ; 
wages per month, including board, $26; whole number of 
scholars, 14; average attendance, 13 8-25. 

Miss Putnam is fitted by natural endowment and thorough 
education for a first-class teacher, and has devoted herself 
diligently and conscientiously to her work. Both terms have 
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been profitable in a high degree. The teacher has made 
the path of learning pleasant, though laborious it must ever 
be, and has taught the pupils much that is not found in their 
text-books. 

The classes made good advancement in their several studies, 
and thoroughly mastered what they went over. The order 
of the school, as well as its moral and social influence, was 
excellent. it 


District No. 7 ( White Plain). 


Summer term—Miss Sarah E. Sawyer, teacher. Length 
of school, 10 weeks; wages per month (board given), $9 ; 
whole number of pupils, 12 ; average attendance about 10. 

Miss Sawyer’s first term, yet she presided over her charge 
with dignity and ease, and seemed very much at home in the 
school-room. She was thorough in her instruction, and solid 
progress was made. Some of the scholars was irregular in. 
their attendance—a fact much to be regretted, since it is dis- 
couraging to their teacher, unpleasant for their classmates, 
and.injurious to themselves. 

Winter term—Miss Ellen K. Abbott, teacher. Length of 
school, 8 weeks; wages per month (board given), $20; 
whole number of pupils, 18. 

Miss Abbott has had her usual success, to say which is to 
give high praise, for her usual success is admirable. The 
school appeared well, and the term has been a profitable one. 
With pleasure we record that the attendance has been unin- 
terrupted, and that there has not been even a single instance 


of tardiness. i

- District No. 8 (Bashan). 


Summer term—Miss Mattie George, teacher. Length of 
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- school in weeks, 8; wages per month, including board, $26 ; 
whole number of scholars, 29; average attendance*4 5-8. 

Winter term—same teacher. Length of school in weeks, 
12; wages per month, including board, $31.42 ; whole num- 
ber of scholars, 31; average attendance, 24--. 

This school is the longest and largest of any in town, number- 
ing ninety-eight days of school. Two scholars went through the 
whole ninety-eight days without receiving a mark—H. Maud 
Burbank and Effa A. Burbank. Grace D. Holmes received but 
one tardy mark, Bertie H. Holmes and Ada IF. Holmes re- 

ceived but two tardy marks, and one absent one each; and 
several others stood nearly as well. So much for punctuality. 
Miss George is one of the most experienced teachers in town, 
having taught sixty-six and a half months. special atten- — 
tion was paid to reading, and much satisfaction was felt in 
Witnessing the improvement in this branch; while the man- 
ner in which the scholars solved problems, recited lessons, 
spoke pieces, and answered questions, was no less pleasing 
to the committee. 

At the winter examination, the day was very stormy. 
Some of the scholars were not present, but those that were 
did credit to themselves and teacher. P. 


District No. 9 (Putney ). 


Summer term—Miss EK. Etta Moulton, teacher. Length 
‘of school in weeks, 9; wages per month, including board, 
$19; whole number of scholars,17; average attendance, 15. 

Miss Moulton is a teacher of but little experience, but bids 
fair to be an excellent one. Most of the scholars are young, 
but advanced for children of their age. The school appeared 
well. The order was good, and recitation prompt. 

Had there been more thorough drill in reading, especially 
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in the larger classes, we should not hesitate to pronounce 
this term A No. 1. P. 

Winter term—Mr. Edward Wayne, teacher. Length of 
school, 10 weeks; wages per month, including board, $20 ; 
whole number of pupils, 27; average attendance, 19. 

The school passed a very good examination in all respects 
except order, which was deficient. The teacher has had con- 
siderable experience, having taught thirty-six months. We 
are of the opinion that he labored hard for the ad- 
vancement of the school. Mr. Wayne gave the reading 
classes a thorough drill, and the progress in arithmetic 
showed that that had not been passed over lightly. Ss. 


In consequence of the reduction of Webster’s share of the 
State tax, the amount that the town is required by law to raise 
for support of schools is less than it was previous to the last 
apportionment. As a result, our schools have been shorter 
the past year than heretofore. Intwo districts the deficiency 
has been met by voluntary contributions, and the evil of 
short schools has been avoided. At Little Hill the school 
was continued several weeks by subscription, and at White 
Plain the board at both terms was given. In all the other 
districts the schools have been shorter than they were the 
previous year. 

Considering the fact that many of our youth have no edu- 
cational advantages except those afforded them by the dis- 
trict school, would it not, fellow-citizens, be well for the 
town to vote an increase of school-money above the 
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requirement of the law, so as to make the sum at least equal 
to what it was previous to last year?
